The attached resolution needs to be considered by the Common 
Council, in accordance with state law, in order to expand the 
boundaries of the Fort Wayne Urban Enterprise Zone. The 
expansion of the Zone is being undertaken to encourage Phelps 
Dodge to undertake an expansion in Fort Wayne. The boundary 
expansion must also be approved by the State Enterprise Zone 
Board. The only remaining meeting of this Board will be in 
November of this year. City Council action must occur before 
this time. 


ALTERNATIVES 


Phelps Dodge considered other locations across the country, 
but with the Enterprise Zone designation has determined that 
it can be cost effective to make the investment in Fort 
Wayne. Negotiations between the City Department of Economic 
Development and the company have culminated in the above 
action being recommended in order to make the investment a 
reality. Lack of approval would jeopardize locating this 
project in Fort Wayne. 


RESULTS 


Phelps Dodge will locate its research and engineering 
technology center at the site as well as move its 
administrative offices to this location. Approximately 75 
new jobs will be created, and the company will invest over 
$26 million in building renovations and new equipment. A 
copy of the press release describing this project is 
attached.

ANNEXATION, ZONE DESIGNATION 


for immediate release Friday, October 9, 1992 


Mayor Paul Helmke and Phelps Dodge Magnet Wire Company 
President Kirk Kemmish today announced an early annexation 
agreement between the City of Fort Wayne and Phelps Dodge. 

The area to be annexed is a 77-acre site at the corner 
of Coliseum Boulevard and New Haven Avenue, previously part 
of the East End annexation area that was to be brought into 
the City December 31, 1994. Under the new agreement, the 
area will be annexed December 31, 1992. This area also 
includes property owned by the Zollner Corporation. 

Phelps Dodge Magnet Wire Company is one of the nation's 
leading producers and an international marketer of magnet 
wire, the insulated conductor that lies at the heart of most 
electrical systems. Phelps Dodge is headquartered in Fort 
Wayne and employs 600 people here. 

Phelps Dodge has a three-phase plan to construct a 
technology center, consolidate its administrative resources 
into a remodeled building and modernize its Speciality 
Products and Services Division manufacturing plant. The 
entire site will be named "One Technology Center." 

The technology center will be a state-of-the-art 
facility featuring new development laboratories. All 
administrative associates will consolidate in a renovated 
office building located on Coliseum Boulevard (former 
Magnavox headquarters). Currently, Phelps Dodge has offices 
at the Coliseum location and on East Creighton. 

Construction on all three phases will begin during the 
first half of 1993 and should be completed by the end of 
1994. 

"We are pleased that Phelps Dodge has decided to become 
part of the City earlier than planned. For Fort Wayne, it 
means retained jobs and millions of dollars of investment," 
Helmke said. 

The project is estimated to cost more than $26 million 
during a five-year period from 1990 to 1995. 


"We considered several alternatives before deciding to 
modernize our existing property," Kemmish said. "Inclusion 
in the Fort Wayne Enterprise Zone will make it all possible. 
This project is an excellent example of why enterprise zones 
work--making it practical to invest in areas of decline." 

The City will process an application to extend the 
Enterprise Zone boundaries to include the Phelps Dodge 
territory. The Enterprise Zone expansion has to be approved 
by the City Council (scheduled for its October 20 meeting) 
and the State Enterprise Zone Board. This process should be 
completed by late November. 

Upon designation as part of the Enterprise Zone, Phelps 
Dodge will contribute 20% of its Enterprise Zone tax benefits 
to the Urban Enterprise Association (UEA). 

"The use of the Enterprise Zone to assist in the 
retention and expansion of major employers is exemplified by 
this project," said UEA Chairman Roscoe Scott. 

Under this annexation agreement, the City and the UEA 
will improve the southeast corner of Coliseum Boulevard and 
New Haven Avenue and turn it into a gateway. An old gas 
station foundation will be removed, and landscape mounds, 
lawn and trees will be placed there. The estimated cost of 
the gateway is $134,100. 

Phelps Dodge will be applying to the City for a 10-year 
tax abatement on the building improvements and a 5-year tax 
abatement for manufacturing equipment (tax abatement means 
that the taxes on the new improvements and equipment will be 
phased in). 

Phelps Dodge Magnet Wire Company is a unit of 
Phoenix-based Phelps Dodge Corporation, a major mining and 
manufacturing company with operations in 23 countries.
